To be certain we have tQ)«*to-the-minate data, we should 
contact field offices covering residences of those involved 
to get verification of their addresses and places of eoployaient and 
for assurance that Bureau has their full and correct naaes. When 
this information is furnished the Bureau, we will make it available 
to Attorney General, pointing out prior precedent in 1955 crisis. We
